Between the sports auit and for 
street and more dremsy wear, thers! 
lies but uncertain distinction. The 
Present tendency ig to attach the 
name “sports” to any kind of a cos- 
tume developed on fairly simple lines 
in bright colors! 

While tweeds stand in the cross

The importance of 
Operative organizations for improv- 
ing marketing methods is gaining 
rapid recognition. The existance of 
many guccessful selling associations 
in United States and Canada shows 
clearly the general appreciation of 
organized effort in effecting savings 
and improving service in the market- 
ing of farm products. 

The faith which has developed in 
co-operation as a remedy for mar- 
keting difficulties hag resulted from a 
Tealization of the need for united 
effort in solving common problems. 
The individual producer ig unable to 
undertake many of the endeavore 
which are of vital importance to bet- 
ter and more economical marketing, 
but proper organization is supplying 
many districts with the means for 
carrying out work of thig kind. 

There are certain conditions, how- 
ever, which should obtain before 
there should be any thought of co- 
Operative organization. 

There should be volume sufficient 
to warrant the creation of the new 
businesg organization. Within certain 
limits, sncreage in volume will mean 
reduction in service charges and war-

management.

The speech from the throne gives 
promise of an interesting and im- ' 
portant first session of Canada’s 
new peace-time Parliament: If 
the program is not lengthy, and if 
some of the items are cast in non- 
committal language, that was to 
be expected, and in neither direc- 
tion is a precedent being made. 
Only three months have elapsed 
since the elections; altogether 
too short a time for a new ad- 
ministration to map out a detailed 
course of policy and prepare an/| 
extended legislative agenda. 

Nor does the peculiar composi- 
tion of the House make for speed 
along these lines. The Ministers 
are holding power without a party 
majority. They can carry on 
only so long as they can gain the 
support of one or other of the par- 
ties which tried to defeat them at 
the recent elections. They must 
feel their way, rather than lead 
the way. What they can do is 
limited by what their declared op- 
ponents are willing to let them do. 
While they may presume upon 
the Progressives’ being more in- 
clined to support than to oppose, 
that assumption cannot be depend- 
ed upon with the same degree of | 
confidence with which a Govern- | 
ment relies upon the support of a | 
following of party members. If 
there is not as much in the session- 
al program looking toward recon- 
struction as is desirable it may 
fairly be credited to the fact that 
the Government is not in position 
to strike out a course with assur- 
ance of being able to go through 
with it. An unstable Government 
cannot be a strong Government, 
and the fact is that the King Goy- 
ernment is unstable on paper, 
whatever it may turn out to be in | 
practice.

It is intended to ‘‘co-ordinate’’ 
the Government railway lines, 
with a view to economy and effi- 
ciency. Just what that much 
abused word means in the present 
instance remains to be seen. 
probable intention is to bring the 
CO.

An active immigration policy is 
to be again started.

That 
settlers are needed is obvious, pro- 
vided conditions can be so amend- 
ed that the people already on the 
land can make a satisfactory liv- 
ing and that new comers will be 
reasonably likely to stay on 
the land. 

The treatment of the returned 
soldiers is to come up for consid- 
eration. That is due, in several 
respects, and there will be no not- 
able cleavage in Parliament or 
out on the principle that the con- 
sideration should be most sympa- 
thetic, and should result in what 
measure of practical assistance is 
possible. 

The transfer of the natural re- 
sources to the Western provincial 
Governments is to be submitted to 
Parliament if the negotiations get 
far enough along to result in a 
bargain being made. 

The treaties negotiated at Wash- 
ington are to come up for ratifica- 
tion. There will probably be little 
division of opinion on that score. 

Something is to be done in the 
way of tariff changes. Extensive 
revision is not promised, and 
searcely possible. In what direc- 
tion the changes will be is not 
indicated, but the hopeful expecta- 
tion will be that they will tend 
downward. 

Nothing is said about the re- 
establishment of the wheat board 
and the disposal of the National 
Mercantile Marine. For the rea- 
son no doubt that these are con- 
troversial questions, and when 
controversy is in prospect a Gov- 
ernment without a party majority 
has to tread circumspectly. These 
are both matters of great moment

ITHIN the next two or three months the city of Red 
Deer expects to unveil a war memorial in the centre of 
one of her principal streets. This memorial has been 
under process of construction for the last eight months, 
and is now entering upon its final stage. 

It is a dedication to those citizens of Red Deer and inhabitants | 
of the surrounding district who made the supreme sacrifice across} 
the seas, in the greatest war of history. To Red Deer falls the honor, 
of being among the first, if not the first, in Alberta, to erect a} 
memorial, carved out of stone by a master hand. To Edmonton falls! 
the distinction of counting among her citizens the sculptor who is} 
completing this work. 

Major F. H. Norbury, 0.B.E. (military division), croce di guerra, 
is the artist.

The model was taken from life, 
and every minute detail had to be 
observed before it was finished. It 
was to be in size one-sixth of the 
stone figure, Exact measurements, 
calculations and technical details had 
to be considered, calling for the corm- 
bination of a practical mind, with 
an artistic imagination. 

The second procedure was the large 
model, constructed in clay and built 
up on iron and leac armatures, and 
when complete cast in plaster for the 
sake of permanence. ‘he model be- 
ing larger than Kfe-size, belongs to 
that type, known in the sculptural 
world as “Hervic.”’ 
feature of this second procedure is

MOTHS AS PEST 
CAN BE KILLED 
AT SMALL COST 


But Prevention Is Better Than 
Cure And Article Gives 
Many Hints 


If some one could discover some 
simple but effective method for #x- 


terminating the clothes moth in ail 
its stages, Fis fortune would be made 

It is only when one knows sotme- 
thing of the nature and life history of 
the clothes m that he an 
thoroughly appreciate why the actual 
extermination ig such a problem. Tha 
miller moth or adult moth which /oug 
eee flying about is in iteelf a harmless 
creature, Her life is Nag? | short, and 
her only function fs to breed. the 
usually deposits her eggs on sonie 
anima] fiber such as fur or wool, so 
as to provide food for the larvae when 
they hatch out. Thig is not always 
true, however, as she does not ner 
her eggs, but is quite apt to drov 
them anywhere, apparently for- 
getting about them. (After severxl 
weeks the egg hatches into the 


worm or larva, at first having tie 
appearance of a tiny white cater- 
pillar, and it is this little pest that 
does the damage. It beging to feed 


immediately, preferring as ite diet 
such materials as fur, wool, and silk, 
or combinations of these with other 
materials, and you will note ‘hat 
they are all of animal origin. This 
food passes through ite body aad 
forms a case in which it completely 
hideg itself. After a short time it 
evoives into the flying moth—and 
the story begins again. 

The actual killing of a moth in any 
one of its stages by any other than 
physical means is a pretty dime lt 
thing to do. A poisonous gas, onc that 
is heavier than air, administered over 
a long period of time is the most ef- 
fective killer of the egg and larva. 
This, however, is not practical ag @ 
household method, but the neavest 
approach to {t ig pyrethrum powder of 
®& product of similar effect, Pyrethnum 
is a flower which is imported from 
Japan and is sold here in the form o¢% 
powder. A characteristic odor eman- 
ates from it and acts ag @ nerve pus 
eon, thus paralyzing the insect. When 
pyrethrum powder is burned, it gives 
off its poisonous vapor very suddenly 
Thig ie effective for roaches and ants 
but ig not so effective for moths as tho 
slow, prolonged treatment. The flying 
moth is an elusive creature, Nct he- 
ing able to eat, it can not be poisoa- 
ed by food, and having a keen sense 
by which it detects distasteful odors 
it files away and hence is not affected 
by them. 

It all simmerg:down to the fact that 
prevention is a thousand times more 
valuable than cure. The adult moth 1% 
more apt to deposit her eggs in dark, 
undisturbed places. Therefore, the 
wise thing to do ig to remove clothes 
from the closets frequently. Hang 
the moutdoorg if possible, and brush 
them well. Then, before putting them

For storing the 
clothes, tarred paper or bags ate pre- 
ferable, although newspapers or any 
good, strong wrapping paper may be 


substituted, provided the wrapping is 


well done, The paper !9 used only to 
keep the moths out, and any paper 
will do this if it is gealed, In sea:ing 
however, do not use paste, as thie ate 
tracts roaches, but use twine gener- 
ously. 

Cedar chests make excellent storage 
Places. Repellents such as naphthai- 
ene balls, camphor, ¢ac., which aro 
distasteful to the moth, but will not 
kill it, are ‘often advocated, but the 
Most recent theory with regard to 
them is that they sometimes do more 
harm than good ‘for this reason: 
When the adult moth carrying eggs 
comeg into thespresence of one of 
these repellents, she ‘becomes ain- 
comfortabl, and in her effort tw 
get away she drops some ofthe eggs 
in order to give herself more frve- 
dom. As camphor and naphthaleno 
will not kill the eggs, they hatch 
larvae and damage ensues, 

Portieres, draperies, and 
coverings should be brushed fre- 
quently. With the vacuum cleaner

pay up the full amount in four 
months, and approximately 
cent complete the payment in one- 
half the time allowed them. Retailers 
have to take back only 10 per cent. 
of the machines they sell on the in- 
stalment plan. One of the principal 
manufacturers has lost only five 
machines in three years from people 
moving and taking the machines with 
them.” 


“It ts pointed out that the great 
stumbling bleck which department 
stores encounter in handling phono- 
graph sales is that they make their 
terms of contract too l!beral. This, it 
is claimed, should not be done. The 
consensus of opinion reems to be that 
the term of contract should not run 
longer than a year and each payment 
should be as large as possible. “You 
will find,” one successful manager 
says, “if you ask higher monthly pay- 
ments than the average and show to 
the people that the service you give 
is worth the extra charge you will be 
able to get the larger payment with- 
out any trouble whatever.” 

Following up delinquents on the in- 
stallment payments, according to a 
buyer for a large Western house, has 
developed into one of the most val- 
uable adjuncts to his sales promotion 
work. Realizing that customers resent

Gradual Evolution 


_Of the City—The Whole History From the Early Days to The 
\Present Time Recorded Photagraphically. 


The click of Edmonton's pioneer 
camera away back in 1886 heralded 
in no uncertain fashion a new era co- 
incident with the passing of the In- 
dian and buffalo, the sdvent of a fast 
growing civilization, and the throwing 
back of the last frontier of the west. 
C. W. Mathers arrived here from Cal- 
gary by cycle in the year 1886, and the 
Lee Spa history commenced by him 

as aince been carried forward with- 
out @ break, so that at the present 
time there is in existence @ photo- 
graphic record of the principal events 
in the evolution of the city, from a 
fur trading post to a metropolis. 

Baby Clothes to Old 

Aa with the city, so with its inhab!- 
tante—descendants of the early pio- 
neera—and in the studio where 
Mathers commenced business are filed 
nhotographe of the men who have 
made Edmonton what she {s; pictures 
showing development from baby 
clothes to marriage, and on to old 
age. Pricr to Mather's arrival here 
the firm of Boorne & May had estab- 
lighed in Calgary, being the first pho- 
tographers in this eection of the then 
North-West Territories. It was for this 
firm that Mathers established the Ed- 
monton business. but after a year he 
commenced on his own behalf; he was 
the second photographer in the N. W. 
Y., and his business is still being car- 
ried on at the same location by Ernest 
Brown, Limited. Mathers continued 
in ®usineas for sixteen years, and was 
then bought out by Mr. Brown, who 
is in possession of all the priceless 
negatives of happeriings in the Ed- 
monton district in the old days, prior 
to the advent of the railway, and at 
a time when the present day ubiquitous 
personal camera was unknown. Ma- 
ther’s record of Edmonton {8 the only 
pictorial history of Edmonton evail- 
eble, and is therefore unique and of 
much value. 

On to McPherson. 

In addition to pictures taken in the 
Edmonton district, Mathers made the 
long journey to Fort McPherson in 
the year 1903, and as a result his suc- 
coasor possesses the negatives of the 
old north, at a period of history when 
the journey to the Aretic was no un- 
dertaking for a tourist. These pic- 
tures, in addition to photographs of 
the natives, show the hardships of 
northern travel; tracking scows 
ngainst the current of the northern 


rivers ,running the rapids ,and many |

jiors emphatically delineating that 
the old timers of the north were a 
hardy breed. 

In April 1904 Ernest Brown arrived 
in the city, lured hither strangely en- 
ough by a photo taken by Mathers, 
and exhibited widely in the Old Coun- 
try. This picture—familiar to many 
Edmontonians—showed two of the 
early residents atanding by a huge pile 
of vegetables representing many vari- 
eties whitch at that time no one 
thought the north capable of produc- 
ing. Photography has done mucn to 
populate the Canadian west and it is 
thought this particule; picture played 
a very large part in settling the Ed- 
monton district. 

Mr. Brown is the oldest professional 
photographer in Alberta. As before 
stated hs took over the Mathers busi- 
ness in the same location—and it is 
there still. Since 1886 this establish- 
ment has been run without halt, and 
excepting the Hudson's Bay company 
is the fourth oldest business in the 
city which has been contiuously in 
business. According to Mr. Brown the 
order of priority (excepting the H.B. 
Co.) runs thus: First, the Hon, Frank 
Oliver and The Bulletin, then Gray- 
don’s drug store, next Archibald’s 
drug store, and then the photographic 
studio, 

Enst, West, North, South, 

When Mr. Brown arrived the photo- 
graphic business was o large one; 
there were no camera men in 
business !n any of the emall towns, 
and at this period photographs wero 
mailed by the ermful to Calgary, 
other outside towns, and a large 
quantity to the far north. When the 
northmen arrived in town ebdout the 
first thing they did wa@ to have thoir 
pictures taken, and they thought no- 
thing of spending two or three hun- 
dred dollara at a time, while the re- 
sultant photos were sent all through 
the ntohr—from Fort McMurray to 
Arctic and from Fond du Lac to the 
mountain posts. 

At this time #mall hand cameras 
commenced to be introduced by the 
employees of the fur trading com- 
panies’ photographs of all points of in- 
terest in the nonth were taken, and 
there was a big demand for enlarge- 
ments when the smal! pictures reach- 
ed the city. Carefully tabulated and 
filed, Mr. Brown has in his archives 
photographs of all the events and 
personalities connected with the 
growth of the city. This collection 
includes the old fort, the old timers, 
the Indians, 
societies, the first legislative group, 
the coming of the raliway and e host 
mare—a phutegraphic record of the 
clty from the early days. 

Old Buildings Pictured, 

All the original buildings of the 
city have been photographed and the 
negatives maintained, in connection 
with which many interesting incidents 
have occurred. For instance, to many 
the location of the old fort 4s of in- 
terest, but ita exact position fs not 
known, Mr. Brown possesses photo- 
graphs showing the stockaded pout on 
the river bank, and ‘below it the grist 
and sawmill, not @ trace of any of 
fheee historical buildings being visible 
now. In connection with the old Cort, 
Chie Factor Hamiisty of the H.B.C, 
head built a Jarge log house two 
storeys high with wide verandeh; a 
bullding which was known through- 
out the North West as the Big Houne; 
in the early dayw comparable im point 
of arohitectural majesty with the Mac- 
leod block of this era. Wm 1904 the 
Hardisty House was burned to ¢he 
Kround and a controversy @rose 4 
to its exact location and general ap- 
pearance, Apperently, no photo- 
wraphe were available, but neverthe- 
lens Mr.

The Big House 

This showed a column of meunted 
men, armed with rifies and headed by 
a ‘bugler leaving for the unknown, but 
dimly in the background the much- 
wanted Hardtsty House. Eureke! 
Mf. Brown promptly enlarged the 
pioture, and now we thave a photo of 
the Big House. What is more, by 
measurement, the location of the 
bullding wae definitely placed as be- 
ing located on that espace which éa 
now occupied by the eamern steps of 
the Parliament bulldings. 

As fares Mr, Brown can judge, the 
earliest pictures of Edmonton were 
taken (by Mathers. Prior to his ad- 


vent here the Calgary Qrm of Boorne

Mr. Brown has thousands of nega- 

tives carefully filed away in his earch- 
ives—-negatives which are worth much 
at the present time, and by reason of 
their rarity will some day be priceless, 
One shows an Indian camp where the | 
C.N.R. depot now stands; another 
| depicta an Indian medicine dance on 
| what {@ now Main street, Strathcona, 
ithe street at that time deing nothing 
but a tinvberfringed trail. Yet an- 
other shows the parliament buildings 
with the old H.B. Co. fort !n the fore- 
ground; this picture hetne waigue in 
that it is the only one extant which 
|shows the two buildings !n conjunc. 
| tlon—the very old and the very new. 

| Another Instance of the value of ihe 
camera as a recorder is furnished by 
the presence of the old timers gath- 
ering in Edmonton last week, a photo 
of tne original elureh built by tho 
| Rev. John A. MacDougall hetng re- 
jauired as a souvenir. Mr. Brown hunt- 
jed through hia files and ac last came 
hes a picture of the wanted log build- 
ing, now however enclosed in a eheat- 
ing of lumber. The same photo shows 
dimly in the distance a group of 
‘other log buildings. This t# being en- 
larged, and with this process complet- 
ed doubtless some of the old residents 
will see in them some connecting link 
with the past, and be succeasful in 
Placing them. When the Hudson's Bay 
company's pageant was held here last 
year, there arose a demand for pic- 
tures of the old establishments of the

Co, itself, Accordingly Mr. Brown once 
more went through his files and un- 
earthed photos of practically all the 
Principal posts of the fur trading com- 
pany from Winnipeg to Vancouver 
and from Edmonton to the Arctis, 
Riders of the Plains.

Posts of the early daya—when the 
Riders of the Plains appeared in the

Presently 
the scenario writer takes a hand 
the game, and in many instances the 
amassing posters which arrest the at- 
tention of the passer-by on Jasper 
avenue owe their origin to the photo- 
graphs made by the camera men of 
Edmonton. These photographs are fn

Honor the Pioneers, 
The camera in Edmonton, ag else- 


where has played a large part in re- | 


cording the progress and lives of its 
inhaditants from the early days on; 
now it is ubiquitous but had it not been 
for the ipioneer camera man many in- 
cidents which are now known to ell 
would have been relegated to the 
iUmbo of the unknown. 

Fittingly, due respect fs pafd in this 
era to the pioneers; to those men who 
had the fortitude to “stick it out” de- 
spite adversity which might well have 
discouraged the most stout-hearted, 
and in the records of Alberta a pre- 
mier place 1s surely due to the men 
who kept a pictorial record of all that 
transpired, from the days of Fort Au- 
gustus to the age when the site of the

Athabasca from the cast at McMur-| 
ray, is broken by several rapids which | 
offer possibiiities for emall power 
developments. No power sutveys 
have been made on the river and only 
one discharge measurement has been 
secured, which showed a flow in Sep- 
tember, 1912, of 2,241 cuble feet ber 
second. The most important gap'de 
are Whitemud rapids, with a descent 
of 41 feet, located about four miles 
west of the interprovincial boundary 
separating Alberta and  Saskatche- 
wan; Aux Ping rapids, with a descent 
of 21 feet, located about four miles 
below Whitemud rapide, and Cascade, 
Ie Bon and Bigstone rapids, which 
occur about 19 miles below Methy 
portage and have a total descent of 
64 feet in a distance of five miles. 
Assuming an ordinary minimum flow 
of 870 cublo feet per second, there 
would be avatlable at Whitemud rap- 
ida 1,880 horse-power, at Aux Pine 
rapide 718 horse-power and at the 
Cascade eite 1,830 horse-power.
